Salmagundians walked off with seven of the seven- 
teen awards at the American Watercolor Society's 85th 
annual exhibition at the National Academy Galleries 
last month. Frederic Whitaker (who is also AWS 
president) took the Chauncey F. Ryder Memorial Pur- 
chase Prize with his “Military” Prison”; Syd Browne, 
the M. Grumbacher Purchase Award, with “Rocky 
Coast’; Carl Gaertner, the Herbert L. Pratt Purchase 
Prize, with “Warner's Pasture”; Henry C. Pitz, the 
Hans A. Obst Purchase Prize, with “Day's End”; Roy 
E. Wilhelm, the George A. Zabriskie Purchase Prize, 
with “Gloucester Motif”; Hardie Gramatky, the 
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Windsor and Newton Prize Award, with “Isolation”, 
and Dick Crocker, the AWS First Honorable Mention, 
with “Old Wharf.” 

For those of us who are statistically-minded, Salma- 
gundians received over 41.1 per cent of the total 
awards. Also, 50 Salmagundians in all were represen- 
ted in the exhibition—more than 21.8 per cent of the 
229 persons who showed their paintings.
